ing: attem pted to rant the German sub­ 
m arine U-33 wtiit his vessel, was begun 
today by a national court martial. 
Representatives 
of various 
govern­ 
m e nt s attended and a large number of 
witnesses. Including Captain Hanzen of 
th e t '-33 appeared for examination. The 
investigating commission is composed 
of 
Professor 
Sehu* eking, 
chairman; 
}Vince Schoenaieh-Carolath, privy coun­ 
cillor; H err Kckert, of the foreign offi» -; 
Colonel von Franzeeky and Major Rich­ 
ter, of the w ar ministry , and Captain 
Yanselow, of the navy . The foreign gov ­ 
e r n m e n t s represented Were Great B rit­ 
ain, 
France, 
Norway 
and 
Holland, 
which is represented by Ch* valier Ann 
Kappard, the minister here. 
A ttorney Rochal for the 
commission 
g a ve a description of the F ry att case. 
According to this 
report 
the English 
steam er Brussels, under 
command 
of 
Captain Fry att, encountered 
the 
sub­ 
marine U-33 under command of Lieut. 
Capt, Gauffer on March l!S. 19 19 , eight 
miles west of the Mans lightship off tin 
coast of Holland. 
It was alleged that Captain Fry att a t­ 
tempted to ram the submarine. 
Capt. 
F ry att and the Brussel’s crew were cap 
tit m l by the Germ ans In .Tune 191*1. The 
captain was first 
ordered 
confined at 
Ruhleben. 
L ater he was brought lie- 
fore a court martial at Bruges, found 
guilty and executed. 
.Statements made by Captain Fry aP 
and several British officers at the court 
martial were then read. 
F ry att m ain­ 
tained that he tried to get away from 
the submarine. 
German officers lesti 
lied however, that the log of the B rus­ 
sels contained this entry : 
“ When 1 saw him, T steered directly 
for him.” 
Pro tests Were Read 
British and American notes of protect 
against the decision of the court m a r­ 
tial were read. 
The attorney explained 
that Great Britain had complained that 
the United States hail not been permitt- 
• ed legal representation 
at the 
court 
m artial although the l Tnited States was 
then in charge of British 
interests in 
Germany , 
the 
German 
government, 
however, would permit the*defendant to 
have only one attorn* y , who was pres­ 
ent in the person of .Major N aum ann of 
Bruges. Attorney Roehal then read this 
<-xeerpt from the testimony at tin* court 
martial. 
'T h e first witness, Danzer, testified 
that the U-33 sighted a steam er while 
about to submerge and signalled it to 
stop instantly on pain of a shot from a 
submarine. 
The Brussels, however, he 
said, evidently had seen the submarine 
first and made directly for it, getting up 
steam as it advanced. 
Danzer said he
